I was disappointed about golag to California, but it was 
that I might be where [ could be more useful and helpful 
than anywhere else on earth. 

I was to have gone to Oregoa toa camp-meeting in July, 
bat the cancelation of the California appointment seemed to 
render it imp>ssible, aad [ sò wrote them, bat the day we 
buried the last grand-child, Juue 5:b, I gota telegram to go 
to the Washington Camp, which was to begin June 9th. 
Thus, as soon as I had done my duty at home the way opened 
for me to step into the harness, and ths work I supposed I 
had laid aside for two months. 

I have been in many dangerous places, and many railroad 
accidents but never yet receivela scratch. I thoroughly be- 
lieve that as long as I try to find and do my duty I am wholly 
in the hands of my friends who have marked my life out for 
me. Aud that as Israel's sweet singers says: “The augel of 
the Lord encampeth round about them that fear [love] him, 
and he shall deliver them.” “There shall no evil befall me." 

Many times I have been urged to have my life insured, or, 
at least, to take out an accident policy. I always answer, "I 
have tried accident policies many times, I have been in colli- 
sions and other railroad smash-ups, butI never could have 
any luck with a policy ; I never was fortunate enough to get 
hurt. I will do by the powers superiutending my life as Job 
did by his God. He said: ‘Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust him.' " 

Iam asked why they do not take care of everybody? I 
answer, every one does not put himself in their care. To have 
thie care, one must not only trust but co-operate with his 
guardian friends.

I believe more iu angels and their doings than 
in accidents. The Bible several times takes the position that 
the angels pulled out Pharaoh's linch-pins and ‘overthrew the 
horse and his rider" in the Red Sea. 

If one could have got hold of the Heliapolis Morning 
Sun or the Kaoph Daily 'Vez$ the next morning, he would 
have found numerous head-lines about the terrib!e accident 
of the day before. They would to-day have run about as fol- 
lows: “Terrible Accident -—Paaraoh and his entire Army De- 
stroyed.—Clouds Obstructed the Light of the Moon.—They 
Lost their Way and Were Swallowed up by the Returning 
Tide.—In the Darkness their Linch-pins came Ont, and other 
Detainments kept them from getting through.—Terrible loss 
of slave property.—Over three million of Hebrew slaves es- 
caped, etc." 

To the one of spiritual understanding this was no acci- 
dent ; the tide returned at its proper time. The angels, in or- 
der to save those they had undertaken to save, pulled their 
linch pins out, and threw other "accidents" in their way. 

Every day finds me, if possible more inclined to explain 
things in the light of the spiritual. As I get more in rapport 
with;the spiritual I find less room for accidents. As nothing 
exists that did not have its origin in the world of causes—the 
world of epirituality, no accident can happen. Every so- 
so called accident can, in the world of causes, be foreseen in 
the cause which produces it. Now if this is true and if we 
can get in rapport with those who can read the causes of 
events we can by them be guided out of danger. This may 
be said to be theory, but if we turn tothe world of facts we 
will find it bearing us out in the idea that it is possible to live 

above the world of accidents; unless it may be that an ap- 
parently small accident may occur to prevent an otherwise 
great calamity. j

While our friends of tne psychical research Societies 
admit that many manifestations can only be explained by 
the hypothesis of spirit return,they regard spirit photography 
and materialization as not yet proved, Knowing nothing of 
the art of photography, it is impossible for me to know that 
spirit pictures taken in my presence aretaken under absolute 
test conditions. Bat that pictures of our friends in their 
spirit bodies can be taken, seems possible from the following 
considerations. The sensitized plate can and does photo- 
graph stars so faint that they are invisible to the naked eye. 
If it can photograph a star that the unaided eye can not see, 
why can it not photograph a spirit body that the physical eye 
can not see? Another point is this. Ofcourse those who 
think that our spirit friends are unadulterated soul, and have 
no sort of outside form, may make the deduction from this 
false premise that those pure souls can never be photo- 
graphed. Such a belief is sustained by many who call them- 
selves scientists,and yet discard the facts on which all scienti- 
fic procedure rests. In opposition to these, Spiritualists prove 
the present existence of three constituent elements in man: 
The physical body, the spirit body and the soul. The physi- 
cal body can of course be photographed. The spirit body is 
material, too, though it is composed of matter tbat is too 

fine to be seen by the pbysical eye. It can be seen only by 
the eye of the spirit body,when the physical sources are inert, 
and when currents of magnetism make the sight of the spirit 
body effectual. This spirit body, though fine, being really 
matter, we see no reesoa why it can not Jeave an impression 
on the sensitized plate. That our spirit friends present them- 
selves under different appearances at different times is be-
